Economic Conditions in Australia (Page 3) 


The strengthened financial position of State 
Governments, reduced taxation and unemployment, 
increased external income, more activity in internal 
trade and local manufacturing, and a revival in 
capital investment are among the evidences quoted 
by H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner in the 
Commonwealth of the further and accelerated 
improvement in general conditions in Australia 
during the past year.

Foreign Exchanges in December (Page 5) 


London rates for French francs were steady 
throughout the month, but sterling gained slightly 
on lire, reichsmarks, Swiss francs and belgas. The 
Dutch florin, however, moved against sterling to the 
extent of about 06 per cent., but the Czechoslovak 
crown fell to its lowest value since September, 1931. 
United States and Canadian dollars eased some- 
what, and the pound gained 1-7 per cent. on the 
Japanese yen. There was a sharp decline in the free 
market rate for the Argentine peso. A brief review 
of the course of the principal currencies during the 
past year follows the monthly report. 


Shipping Movement at U.K. Ports (Page 7) 


The net tonnage of vessels engaged in the foreign 
trade that arrived with cargo in November, 1936, 
was 6:2 per cent. more than in November, 1935; 
arrivals in ballast showed a decrease of 4-4 per cent. 
Departures with cargo were 69 per cent. smaller, 
these in ballast 7-2 per cent. greater than a year 
earlier, There was an all-round reduction in the 
coasting trade; arrivals and departures with cargo 
fell by 7-0 and 73 per cent. respectively, and corre- 
sponding movements in ballast were 26 and 3-6 per 
cent. less. 


Clearing Agreements (Page 11) 


Statements are given of the position, as at 
December 81, 1936, of the Trade and Clearing Agree- 
ments between the United Kingdom and Italy, 
Youmania and Turkey. 


British Railway Traffics (Page 14) 


Passenger journeys made on the standard gauge 
railways of Great Britain in the first nine months 
of 1936 showed an increase of 2.9 per cent. as com- 
pared with the corresponding period of 1935, while 
receipts therefrom advanced by 4-0 per cent. The 
tonnage of freight hauled in the 40 weeks ended 
October 8 increased by 43 per cent., receipts being 
5-1 per cent. higher. 


New Capital Issues in 1936 (Page 14) 


A consistent recovery in issues of new capital in 
the United Kingdom has been maintained since 
1931, when the total, according to Midland Bank 
statistics, was only £88,666,000, and the 1936 
aggregate, at £217,221,000, came within £19 million 
of the total for 1930. Of last year’s issues the muni- 
cipalities and public boards group accounted for £48 
million, the railway group for over £31} million, and 
iron, coal, steel and engineering, including motors 
and aviation, for over £22} million, while the invest- 
ment and finance group approached £22 million. 


Spanish Foreign Exchange Control (Page 20) 


Establishment of a Foreign Exchange Control 
Committee has been made by General Franco’s 
Administration for the territory occupied. A trans- 
lation of the relevant Decree is given.

AUSTRALIA 
ECONOMIC AND COMMERCIAL CONDITIONS 


There has been a further improvement in general 
conditions in Australia during the past year, *writes 
H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner in the Common- 
wealth, The financial position of Governments has 
been much strengthened; there have been reductions 
in taxation; unemployment has declined; external 
income has increased considerably as a result of higher 
prices for main products; internal trade has been much 
more active, and both imports and local manufacturing 
have increased in consequence; capital investment has 
revived; there has been greater activity on the Stock 
Exchange; and, generally speaking, there has been a 
revival of confidence which has intensified a movement 
towards recovery and has accelerated it. 


When improvement first became marked it was a 
little difficult to see what real cause for it was to be 
found in basic economic conditions. Indeed, a certain 
nervousness as to the soundness of the so-called 
“ revival,’’ which was evident in many quarters, 
seemed to have some justification. It is now fairly 
generally realised that the first improvement was the 
resulé of easier money conditions of which Govern- 
ments had begun to take advantage, and that conse- 
quent disbursements throughout the community gave 
an appearance of greater prosperity in an increased 
spending power. It is true that before this there had 
been a good deal of general adjustment to the new 
conditions brought about by the depression—adjust- 
ments which because they had to be extremely drastic 
were the more laudable, 


These adjustments have been described in earlier 
Reports, but here it may be repeated that the most 
important of them were a considerable reduction in the 
interest rates payable on the internal national debt, 
reductions in wages and in public salaries, increases in 
taxation, a severe cutting down of manufacturing and 
other costs, drastic reductions of imports, and in 
general a firm determination on the part of the country 
as a whole to adapt itself to a period of stern economy. 
These were all local efforts, but in addition, and mainly 
because of them, Australia has been able considerably 
to reduce oversea interest payments as a result of con- 
versions of a large part of her oversea debt to lower 
rates of interest. 


FINANCIAL ACCOMMODATION 


Nevertheless, and in spite of all these savings, there 
were recurring Budgetary deficits of considerable 
magnitude for a nation with such a small population. 
Unemployment, too, reached a level out of all propor- 
tion to what ought to be expected in a comparatively 
new country largely occupied still with the production 
of foodstuffs and raw materials. For some time it was 
clear that Governments could carry on only with the 
aid of some exceptional financial accommodation. 


Such accommodation was in fact provided by the 
Commonwealth Bank, in the financing of deficits from 
year to year, by advances against Treasury Bills—a 
method of Government finance which had not formerly 
been used in Australia at all. This system of finance 
was not intended to be used in the normal way, i.e. 
merely as a means of bridging gaps between essential 
outgoings and revenue receipts; it was adopted as a 
special financial measure to meet an emergency, and 
therefore the sums thus advanced were generally 
accepted as an addition. to the total of Australia’s 
national indebtedness; in other words, there was, for 
the time being at any rate, no intention—and even no

expectation—that these Bills would be redeemed from 
time to time in the normal way or that they would be 
funded—they merely accumulated as ‘‘ short-term in- 
debtedness.’’ 


Loan Poticy 


There came a time, however, when the Common- 
wealth Bank began to feel that the moment and the 
opportunity had come for some special effort to be 
made, not only to limit deficits more sternly, but to 
abandon the rather comfortable method of financing 
deficits—and other Government  operations—by 
advances ostensibly of a short-term nature, but 
actually as additions to general indebtedness. Con- 
sequently, the Commonwealth Bank impressed on 
Governments its view that for the future loans for 
financing deficits and for other Governmental purposes 
should be raised by public issue on the open money 
market. In addition, the Bank felt that the time had 
come when some attempt should be made to fund at 
least some of the Treasury Bills outstanding, and it 
intimated that it would expect that out of funds raised 
on the open market in the way suggested some portion 
should be allocated for this purpose. 


Up to that time there had been some doubt as to 
what would be the attitude of the general public 
towards investment in Government loans, and there 
was indeed actual nervousness as to the possible result 
of the first issue. Moreover, there was some criticism 
—even by other banks—of the attitude of the 
Commonwealth Bank (especially in regard to the fund- 
ing of Treasury Bills); the view taken by these critics 
was that such a policy would in fact entail'a degree of 
deflation which the country was not yet able to 
support. In the event, however, it was found that an 
underlying confidence had developed which had 
weakened the former disposition to retain funds on 
fixed deposit and had strengthened the inclination to 
launch out in investment. 


From StrinGency To CHoEap Money 


So it transpired that from a period of extreme strin- 
gency there developed a period of cheap money for 
investment—at any rate in Government loans. The 
Loan Council took advantage of this, and, it may be 
assumed, very soon discovered in it an opportunity to 
inaugurate what may perhaps be described as a policy 
of ‘‘ expansionism,’’ viz. of inauguration of public 
works for the relief of unemployment, on a scale much 
larger than had been possible up to that time, in the 
hope not only that unemployment would be more 
rapidly reduced by the works themselves but that the 
increased activity so created would encourage greater 
private investment of capital and thereby increase the 
volume of ordinary business and the amoumt of general 
employment. 


There is clear evidence that this was, in fact, 
achieved, though how much of it was by actual initial 
design or how much the policy developed itself, it is not 
easy to say—nor perhaps does it much matter. The 
public was generous with its funds, works were under- 
taken on a considerable scale, unemployment was dras- 
tically reduced, Government accounts received con- 
siderable benefit, and, on the surface at any rate, 9 
period almost of prosperity seemed to have been 
ushered in. 


This all happened at a time when prices of most 
of Australia’s main products were unsatisfactory ; 
indeed, in considerable sections of almost all those 
primary industries on which Australia mainly, depends 
for her national income, it was said, authoritatively, 
that production was being carried on at a loss. Prices

of wool even, which had been fairly high in the 1933-34 
season, were very low during the 1934-35 season, when 
the policy now Suing discussed was in full operation; 


and the price of Australia’s other main primary. 


product, viz. wheat, was still at a seriously low level. 
In fact, the sum of the returns from Australia’s pro- 
duction was insufficient of itself to justify the so-called 
recovery. Yet Australia seemed to be almost pros- 
perous, or at any rate to be very much better off than 
she had been, and—a clear sign of greater business 
activity—imports were rising rapidly. 


A Periop or Inprrect INFLATION 


The criticism that the pressure of the Common- 
wealth Bank would have deflationary effects was of 
course falsified, for in actual fact the following period 
was a period of direct inflation. There were not lack- 
ing indications, however, that the market might 
become sated with Government issues. Succeeding 
loans had to be placed on the market at higher rates of 
interest and according as the rate seemed to be too low 
(though higher than before) or high enough to satisfy 
the new market conditions, they met with varying 
degrees of success. Naturally, perhaps, the varying 
nature of the reception of these loans induced a certain 
feeling of anxiety as to how much further, in the 
absence of an improvement in basic productive condi- 
tions and prices, the borrowing policy could be carried. 
If the time came when further borrowing on the same 
considerable scale became impossible, and if, in the 
meantime, Australia’s earned income had not 
increased, then, it was felt, there was bound to be a 
reversal to less prosperous general conditions and to 
greater unemployment. 


Incidentally, too, anxiety was increased by the fact 
that, as has been stated, increased purchasing power 
had been directed not only to purchases within the 
country but to purchases of imported goods. This 
was,*of course, to be expected, and it is a matter of 
academic interest, mainly, whether it would not have 
been wise to anticipate this when the “‘ expansionist ”’ 
policy was inaugurated and to have made provision to 
prevent it. In the result there was a very severe drain 
on Australian funds in London—a drain which at one 
time threatened seriously to embarrass Australia. 


The comparatively high prices of wool in 1933-34 had 
resulted in a considerable accretion to London funds. 
The following year, however, wool prices were low; 
the reduced income from this most importamt source 
synchronised with the increased purchasing power 
within Australia, and as funds existed in London and 
there was no increased deterrent to their use, they 
began to decline very rapidly, so much so that at one 
time the possibility of the need for a further deprecia- 
tion of the Australian currency seemed imminent, and 
at another time there was talk of need for borrowing in 
London to ease the situation. 


INCREASED Economic BackinG For INTERNAL ACTIVITY 


Again, however, a turn of the wheel of fortune has 
both provided increased economic backing for the 
internal activity which has been apparent and has 
relieved Australia of any fear of immediate difficulty 
in her externa] financial relationships. The opening of 
the 1935-36 season brought a considerable hardening 
in wool values—the most important consideration in 
Australia’s economic life—and prices of others of Aus- 
tralia’s products also showed a tendency to rise. So 
that it may fairly be said that just when there seemed 
to be the possibility of need for ‘‘ contraction ’’ from 
an ‘* expansionist ’’ policy—with all its attendant 
difficulties—that ‘* contraction ’’ became possible 
without hurt because the definite certainty was estab- 
lished of a rise in Australia’s income. 


Since that time a further benefit has come to Aus- 
tralia in a considerable rise in the price of wheat. This 
did not help to the full in the 1935-36 season, but it 
may be hoped that it will help considerably in. the 
1936-37 season, and at any rate it has already relieved 
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the Federal Government of a considerable Budgetary 
burden consequent on promised financial help to the 
industry. 


At the moment, therefore, the sympathetic observer 
of Australia’s economic life cannot but feel a sense of 
very great relief—a relief which appears to be fully 
justified—that the activity which has developed in 
Australia in the last two or three years, and which 
may perhaps fairly be said to have had something at 
least of the artificial in its make-up, may now be 
expected to be based on more solid foundations result- 
ing from soumd economic improvement. It might 
not perhaps be wise to sit back in the belief that every- 
thing is now perfectly satisfactory, but it can at least 
be believed that for the immediate future a feeling of 
quite appreciable optimism is more justified than it 
has been for years. 


IMPROVED INDUSTRIAL CONDITIONS 


In later sections of H.M. Senior Trade Commis- 
sioner’s Report conditions in the various branches of 
Australia’s activities, which provide the basis for the 
judgments already expressed, are described in detail. 
Seasons generally have continued to be good so far as 
climatic conditions are concerned, and it has been 
possible to maintain production in primary industries 
at a very high level—much higher in fact than the 
average level of the years preceding the depression, 
which, incidentally, is another evidence of the force of 
the effort made to overcome the difficulties caused by 
the financial crisis and the reduction of general prices. 
Now that prices, too, have improved, conditions 
promise to be much happier for the primary industries 
themselves and—because they are the main basis of 
national prosperity—for the country as a whole. 


Mining has contributed its share to the increase in 
the national income. The high price of gold has con- 
tinued to give an impetus to production, and recent 
increases in prices of other metals have both influenced 
greater activity in mines already operating and have 
brought into operation other mines in which work had 
been suspended owing to the continuance of low 
values. 


In manufacturing industries progress in the last few 
years has been truly remarkable. This progress has 
been assisted both by the necessity for keeping imports 
as low as possible and by the effects of the general 
activity already referred to, but from the details given 
in the section of the Report dealing with this par- 
ticular branch of Australia’s activity it will be seen 
that it is by no means only from these extraneous aids 
that progress has come, but that a great deal of it is 
the result of fixed determination to take full and per- 
manent advantage of the opportunity which has been 
given both to make existing industries more efficient 
and to branch out in new directions. 


There has recently been a good deal of discussion 
regarding the possibility of attracting United Kingdom 
capital to Australia for the further development of 
secondary industries; in this connection attention may 
be directed to the remarks made on the subject in the 
section of the Report dealing with ‘‘ Manufacturing 
Industries.”’ 


In the financial field, Budgetary conditions of 
Governments have greatly improved and further 
improvement is confidently anticipated in the present 
financial year; banking figures and savings bank 
returns reflect the general improvement and indices of 
share values have shown a rising tendency, though in 
this respect a rising rate of interest may find many 
present values too high. 

Factory sales and wholesale and retail sales showed 
a considerable increase in 1935-86 as compared with the 
previous year, and there was also a large increase it 
the sat a and value of building permits issued. 
Evidence of greater internal activity is also to be found 
in a comparison of the results of companies’ accounts 
in the year 1985 as compared with previous years. 
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OverRsBA TRADE: ImMpoRTS FROM THE Unitep Kinepom 


So far as external trade is concerned it has already 
been indicated that, with higher values ruling for wool 
and for some others of Australia’s main products, 
exports during the past year have shown a consider- 
able increase, and there is reason to anticipate that in 
the present season they will at least maintain that 
increase if not show still further expansion. As has 
already been shown, too, there has been a considerable 
increase in imports, partly due to the rise in exports 
but partly to an expansion, which has been explained, 
in general purchasing power. 

Import trade from the United Kingdom has shown 
an increase—in the general increase—but it would be 
wrong to conclude from this that everything is per- 
fectly satisfactory. The truth is that in spite of the 
additional preferences secured by the Ottawa Agree- 
ment the share of the United Kingdom in the total of 
Australia’s “‘ competitive ’’ trade (i.e. that part of the 
trade which the United Kingdom is able to supply) 
declined appreciably in the year 1934-35, and that the 
figures for 1935-36, when they are available, will show 
a still further decline. This development is discussed 
fully in the chapter of the Report dealing with 
‘““ External Trade,’’ but here it may be stated that 
one of the main reasons for the decline is the one which 
has been quoted year after year in these Reports, viz. 
that the development of Australian secondary indus- 
tries has been mainly in those goods of which the 
United Kingdom was formerly the biggest supplier, 
and consequently that development has affected 
United Kingdom trade more than the trade of her 
competitors. 

It seems once more necessary to say that the growth 
of Australian industry should not presuppose that 
United Kingdom trade should decline—greater pros- 
perity in Australia, even in secondary industries, ought 
to prevent such a decline; what it does mean, however, 
is that the nature of imports will almost certainly 
change, and that if the United Kingdom is to maintain 
her share she must adapt herself, more than she appa- 
rently is doing, to this change. It is significant, too, 
im this connection that whereas foreign countries have 
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assumed that the Ottawa Agreement has produced 
benefits to the United Kingdom to their detriment and 
are seeking for compensatory benefits themselves, the 
fact is that the share of total foreign trade in Aus- 
tralia’s imports, even in present conditions, actually 
continues to expand. A complete analysis of the 
general position as well as of the position in individual 
trades is contained in the chapter dealing with 
‘* External Trade.’’ It exposes a state of affairs which, 
to say the least, is disturbing, but it is hoped that its 
very exposition may lead to efforts which will produce 
an improvement. 


JAPANESE COMPETITION 


The most interesting development in foreign com- 
petition for Australia’s import trade in recent years 
has been that from Japan. The percentage figures 
quoted in the table on page 98 of the Report give the 
impression that that country has not been making any 
headway in recent years at the expense of other 
supplying countries. It is, perhaps, hardly necessary 
to point out, in this connection, that not only have the 
prices of practically all Japanese goods been much 
lower than those of other suppliers throughout the 
whole of the period covered, but generally speaking 
they have been steadily getting lower and lower during 
the period, and consequently percentages based on 
values do not give anything approximating an accurate 
picture of the extent and rapidity of development of 
Japan’s competition, or incidentally anything like an 
idea of the consequent loss to United Kingdom trade. 

In 1934-35 and 1935-36 the position of the United 
Kingdom in competition with Japan as suppliers to 
Australia became very much worse owing to an 
enormous increase in the imports of rayon piece-goods 
from the latter country, which not only successfully 
competed with similar goods of United Kingdom origin 
(by reason of the difference in price), but also repiaced, 
to a considerable extent, imports of cotton piece-goods 
from the United Kingdom. 

Nore.—In the above connection attention is drawn 


to the Informal Trade Agreement of January 1, 1937

Of 
the countries for which quotations are shown in the above table, similar action to that of this country was taken by Sweden, Norway 
and Denmark on September 28, 1931, by Japan on December 14, 1931, by the United States on April 19, 1933, and by the Netherlands 
on September 27, 1936. The gold content of the United States dollar was reduced by 40-94 per cent. on February 1, 1934; shat of the 
Czechoslovak crown by one-sixth on February 19, 1934, and by a further 16 per cent. on October 9, 1936; that of the belga by 28 per 
cent. on April 1, 1935; and that of the lira by 40-94 per cent. on October 7, 1936.

The French exchange rate was steady throughout 
December, the closing rate varying only between 
105-14 and 105-17 francs to the £. The rates for lire, 
reichsmarks, Swiss francs and belgas moved slightly in 
favour of sterling, the appreciation during the month 
amourtting to between 0-1 and 03 per cent. In com- 
parison with Dutch florins there was a small movement 
against sterling in each week of December, the pound 
losing on balance about 0°6 per cent. during the month. 
The London rates on Prague showed sterling to have 
appreciated during December by about 1-1 per cent., 
the quotation of 140;4 crowns to the £ recorded on 
the 29th being the highest since September 19, 1931. 

Both the New York and Montreal rates moved 
slightly in favour of sterling during December, the 
former rising from 4905 to 4-911 dollars to the £ and 
the latter from 4-895 to 4909; on balance the pound 
gained about 0-1 and 03 per cent., respectively. 
Canadian funds in New York were at a premium of 
7s per cent. on November 26, +; per cent. on Decem- 
ber 3, # per cent. on December 10, 4 per cent. on 
December 17 and yg per cent, on December 31.

Rates for the Japanese yen showed some slight 
variations in December, with a falling tendency in 
the last four days, the closing quotations on those 
dates being 13$%d., 1335d., 1331d. and 13 On 
balance the pound gained 7 per cent. Shanghai 
dollars were quoted at 144d. from December 1 to 12, 
at 14;,d. from the 14th to the 28th, and again at 
144d. to the end of the month; on balance there was 
no change from a month earlier. 


According to information received from Buenos 
Aires the official selling rate for the Argentine peso 
continued unchanged at 17-00 to the £ up to Decem- 
ber 9, from which date the Government have fixed the 
rate at 16-00. The free market rate, which was 17°60 
pesos to the £ during the four weeks ended Novem- 
ber 13, depreciated 1 cent during the week ended 
November 20 and remained unchanged in the following 
week. As the result of the Central Bank withdrawing 
its support of foreign currencies in the free market on 
December 2, the rate declined sharply, closing at 17:02 
on December 4. During the next two weeks the rate 
further declined to 16:30 and 16-11, respectively.

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In comparison with each of the five European gold 
currencies which were devalued later in the year 
sterling appreciated during the first six months of 
1936, the improvement in relation to French and Swiss 
franes, Dutch florins and Czechoslovak crowns 
amounting to about 2 per cent., and in terms of lire 
to about 4 per cent. The movement was against the 
pound in July, but in the period August 1-Septem- 
ber 25 sterling appreciated by about one per cent. 
The French and Swiss francs and the Dutch florin were 
devalued on September 27, the lira on October 7 and 
the Czechoslovak crown on October 9. Comparing 
the averages of the rates for these currencies in 
October with those for September, the French and 
Swiss francs each showed a depreciation of about 27 
per cent., the Dutch florin 18} per cent., the lira 31 
per cent. and the Czechoslovak crown 9} per cent. 
In the last two months of the year the French exchange 
was steady, while, on balance, there was an apprecia- 
tion of sterling of about 0-5 per cent. in comparison 
with Swiss frances and lire; in relation to Dutch florins 
the pound depreciated by about 0-7 per cent., but 
gained 14 per cent. in terms of Czechoslovak crowns. 


The average rate for reichsmarks in each of the first 
nine months ranged from about 12} to rather more 
than 124 to the £, while in the same period belgas 
varied between 29-2 and 30 to the £; on balance the 
pound gained 2-6 per cent. and 2:3 per cent., respec- 
tively, in terms of these currencies. The average rates 
for October, compared with those for September, 
recorded a depreciation of sterling of 3-1 per cent. and 
26 per cent., respectively. In November the average 
rate showed a further movement against sterling, but 
this loss was approximately regained in December. 
On balance the rates on December 31 showed the 
pound to be of rather less value in terms of reichs- 
marks and belgas than it was a year earlier. 


The maximum variations in the closing rates for the 
above-mentioned currencies subsequent to the middle 
of October were as follows :—French francs, 104-95 to 
105°45; lire, 92-62 to 93-38; florins, 8-96 to 9°11; reichs- 
marks, 12:11 to 12-22; Swiss frances, 21-21 to 21:38;

The London exchange rates for the three Scan- 
dinavian currencies have remained practically un- 
changed since the middle of 1933. The Madrid rate 
rose from 36:14 pesetas to the £ in January to 36-76 
in June, while the average of the nominal quotations 
in August was 39-45. 
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The New York and Montreal rates were in close 
agreement throughout the year, the monthly averages 
of the closing quotations ranging from 2 to 6 cents 
below 5 dollars to the £ in January, March, April and 
May, from 2 to 5 cents above 5 dollars to the & in 
June, July, August and September, while in Feb- 
ruary the average for both currencies was 5 dollars. 
The rates in October showed a fall of 15 cents, as 
compared with September, representing a depreciation 
of sterling of 8 per cent. There was a further slight 
depreciation of the pound in November, which was 
offset by a gain in December. On December 31 
sterling was at a premium of about one per cent. in 
comparison with the former parity of both the United 
States and the Canadian dollar, as compared with

The exchange rates for the Japanese yen ranged 
from an average of 13-95d. in December to 14:08d. in 
June; there was a definite weakening in the rate in the 
last four days of December, the closing quotation on 
the 31st representing an appreciation of sterling of 
1:7 per cent., as compared with the rate on Decem- 
ber 31, 1935. The Shanghai dollar rate averaged 
144d. or rather more from December, 1935, to May, 
1936, but in the next seven months rates averaged 
rather lower, the December average showing the pound 
to have gained 0:2 per cent. as compared with a year 
earlier. 


According to information received from Buenos 
Aires, the official selling rate for the Argentine peso 
varied within the limits of 17-02 and 1708 to the £ 
during the first eight months of 1986 and was un- 
changed at 1700 from the beginning of September 
until December 10, when the Minister of Finance 
announced an appreciation of the rate to 16-00. The 
free market rate was 18:37 at the beginning of the 
year, fell to about 18-00 at the end of April and rose 
again to 18:39 at the end ‘of June. On July 2 the rate 
was 18:77, the highest of the year, but during the next 
three months the rate hardened to about 1761 and 
remained at that figure until the end of November. 
Subsequent movements have already been mentioned. 
The difference between the official selling and free 
market rates was about one peso for the first eight 
months (with the exception of two four-weekly periods 
when the margin was substantially greater) but by the 
end of September the difference was only 61 cents, 
and it remained at about this figure until December. 
At the latest date for which information is available 
(December 18) the difference was only 11 cents. 


SHIPPING 
MOVEMENT AT UNITED KINGDOM PORTS IN NOVEMBER 


Foreign Trade, Arrivals.—The net tonnage of the 
vessels that arrived at ports in the United Kingdom 
during November, 1936, with cargo for discharge at the 
port of arrival was 7,036,000 tons, or 410,000 tons (6:2 
per cent.) more than in November, 1935. For the 
majority of the trading areas specified in the returns 
increases were recorded, the largest being in respect 
of ‘* East Africa, Persian Gulf, India,’’ while those 
for ‘‘ Northern Europe (Foreign) ’’ and ‘‘ North 
America—Atlantic Coast ’’ were also large but of 
much less relative importance. The only substantial 
decrease was recorded for Australasia. As regards the 
nationalities of the vessels, British tonnage increased 
by 262,000 tons (7 per cent.), French by 56,000 tons 
(30 per cent.), German by 45,000 tons (15 per cent.) 
and ‘* Other Nationalities ‘‘“—mainly Greek, Finnish 
and Italian—by 96,000 tons (9 per cent.). The largest 
decrease, 58,000 tons (17 per cent.), was in United 
States tonnage. Of the total net tonnage that arrived 
with cargo in November, 1936, about 60 per cent. was 
British, approximately the same as in November, 
1935. 


The net tonnage of the vessels that arrived during 
November, 1936, at any port in the United Kingdom 








without cargo for discharge at that port (recorded as 
arriving in ballast) was 2,532,000 tons, or 116,000 tons 
(4:4 per cent.) less than in November, 1935. British 
tonnage decreased by 117,000 tons (7 per cent.) and 
Dutch by 33,000 tons (24 per cent.), while French 
tonnage showed an increase of 31,000 tons (19 per 
cent.). The British share of the net tonnage that 
arrived in ballast declined from about 64 per cent. in 
November, 1935, to 62 per cent. in November, 1936, 
while of the total British arrivals with cargo and in 
ballast, the tonnage in ballast fell from 30 per cent. 
to 27 per cent. 


Foreign Trade, Departures.—The net tonnage of the 
vessels that departed during November, 1936, from 
ports at which they had loaded cargo for abroad was 
5,481,000 tons, or 405,000 tons (69 per cent.) less than 
in November, 19385. In connection with this decrease, 
and with similar comparisons throughout this article, 
it may be noted that there was an extra Sunday in 
November, 19386.

Most of the principal ports showed increases in 
arrivals and decreases in departures, with cargo, as 
compared with November, 1935, and decreases both in 
arrivals and departures in ballast. Reduced coal 
exports are reflected in the smaller tonnage recorded 
as departing with cargo from Cardiff, while the 
decreased movement at Plymouth may be associated 
with the less frequent calls of French and United 
States passenger liners at that port as compared with 
a year earlier. 


Coasting Trade.—There was an all-round reduction 
in November in the total net tonnage engaged in the 
coasting trade, as compared with a year earlier. 
Arrivals and departures with cargo fell by 163,000 tons 
(7-0 per cent.) and 169,000 tons (7°83 per cent.), respec- 
tively, while arrivals and departures in ballast declined 
by 68,000 tons (2°6 per cent.) and 93,000 tons (3°6 per 
cent.). The decreases were spread over the majority 
of the ports for which coasting trade returns are fur- 
nished, the principal changes, as compared with 
November, 1935, being shown below :—

VENEZUELAN CONSULAR FEES 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of the new 
Organic Law of the Venezuelan Consular Service. 
The new Law follows the same lines as that of 1925, 
which it supersedes, but the scale of Consular fees has 
been altered in some respects. Thus the fee for 
certifying invoices, which was formerly 14 per cent. 
ad valorem, is now as follows :— 


I. For the certification of the three copies of a 
Consular invoice, the following percentages of the 
total amount are charged :— 

(a) 2 per cent., when the amount does not exceed 

Bs. 10,000—minimum fee Bs, 5. 
(b) 24 per cent., when the amount is between 
Bs. 10,000 and Bs. 20,000. 
(c) 8 per cent., when the amount is between 
Bs. 20,000 and Bs. 30,000. 
(d) 84 per cent., when the amount exceeds 
Bs i 
Nore.—When, under the same manifest, more than 
one consignment is sent by the same consignor to the 
same consignee, the Customs will assess the percentage 
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to be paid on the total of the respective Consula1 
invoices. 

For the certification of three copies of a manifest 
10 céntimos (formerly 15) will be charged for each 
package included therein. Minimum fee payable, 
Bs. 10. 

These fees are payable at the port of destination. 


YUGOSLAV EXCHANGE REGULATIONS 


The following is a translation of a paragraph which 
appeared in the Yugoslav press of December 5, 
1936: — 

‘‘ The Minister of Finance has issued the following in- 
terpretation, under No. 50606/III of November 2, 1936, 
in connection with the application of Article 4 of the 
currency regulations. 

“With reference to the question as to whether 
foreigners resident in Yugoslavia for a period of six months 
may purchase foreign money instruments up to the amount 
permitted in respect of individual countries, without a 
police visa, the Ministry of Finance has to state that 
foreign money instruments may not be sold to such 
foreigners without the special authorisation of the 
Ministry.”

The Mines Department has issued a Statement relating to 
the Output and Employment at Metalliferous Mines, 
Quarries, ctc., during the quarter ended September 30, 
1936, in continuation of the series beginning with the year 
1922.

LLOYD’S WRECK STATISTICS FOR JUNE 
QUARTER 1936 


Returns published by Lloyd’s Register of Vessels totally 
lost, condemned, etc., during the quarter ended June 30, 
1936, show casualties (excluding ships of less than 100 tons 
gross) amounting to 43 of 57,350 tons. 

Of the vessels lost during the quarter under review, 25 of 
29,069 tons were wrecked; 8 of 13,219 tons were the victims 
of collisions; 5 of 13,557 tons were burnt; 3 of 1,131 tons 
foundered and 2 of 374 tons were posted as missing. 

Tho British flag was flown by 8 of the casualty vessels, and 
the tonnage, 2,945, represented 0-11 per cent. of British 
ownership ; British Dominions’ flags were flown by 4 vessels 
of 734 tons (0-16 per cent.); the United States 3 of 4,228 
tons (0:10 per cent.); Denmark 2 of 1,066 tons (0-28 per 
cent.); France 1 of 326 tons (0-07 per cent.) ; Germany 2 of 
7,875 tons (0:09 per cent.) ; Greece 3 of 12,314 tons (0-49 pr 
cent.) ; Holland 1 of 3,551 tons (0-07 per cent.) ; Japan 4 of 
6,490 tons (0-17 per cent.) ; Norway, 5 of 8,213 tons (0-27 per 
cent.) ; Spain 2 of 622 tons (0-22 per cent.) ; and Sweden 2 of 
726 tons (0-16 per cent.). 


TRAVEL AND INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT 
ASSOCIATION’S CALENDAR 


The year 1936 was a record one for visitors to the British 
Isles. The Travel and Industrial Development Association 
of Great Britain and Ireland is now proclaiming the attrac- 
tions of Coronation Year. One of the means it employs is 
its annual ‘‘ Calendar of Events.”’ 

This little vest-pocket book is the eighth to be issued by 
the Association. It contains 20 pages of important events 
that are to take place in the British Isles during 1937.

The Calendar circulates in largest numbers in the 
Dominions and the United States, but there are French, 
German and Spanish editions as well, and it finds its way 
into 56 different countries. It goes to representatives of 
the British Government everywhere, to shipping companies 
— shipping agents, railway and travel agents, hotels and 
libraries.

BRITISH RAILWAY STATISTICS, JANUARY— 
OCTOBER, 1936 


Railway statistics for the calendar month of September 
and the four weeks ended October 3, 1936, published by the 
Minister of Transport, show that the ‘total number of 
passenger journeys (excluding season ticket holders) taken 
on all standard gauge railways in Great Britain in the 
month of September, 1936, was 108,206,590, an increase 
compared with September, 1935, of 4,882, 466, or 4:7 per 
cent. The journeys taken by passengers at reduced fares 
increased by 3,359,836 and those at standard or ordinary 
fares by 1,522,630. The receipts from passengers (excluding 
season ticket holders) showed an increase of £276,009, or 5-9 
per cent. If the railway undertakings of the London 
Passenger Transport Board be omitted, the figures show an 
increase in journeys of 2,483,477, or 3-4 per cent., and an 
increase in receipts of £243,633, or 5-7 per cent. For all 
companies the receipts from passenger train traffic (in- 
cluding season tickets and parcel and miscellaneous traffic, 
but excluding mails and parcels post) were £253,062 more 
than in September, 1935. 


For the four weeks ended October 3, 1936, the coaching 
train miles showed an increase of 405,126, as compared with 
the four weeks ended October 5, 1935. 


Goops Trarric, SEPTEMBER-OCTOBER 


The total tonnage of freight conveyed (excluding free- 
hauled traffic) in the four weeks ended October 3, 1936, was 
21,335,924, an increase compared with the corresponding 
four weeks of 1935 of 403,159 tons, or 1-9 per cent. The 
freight train receipts amounted to £7,015,069, an increase 
of £299,171, or 4:5 per cent. The freight train miles run 
were 438,606 more than in the corresponding period of 1935, 
an increase of 4-3 per cent. The average train load increased 
from 124} to 125 tons, but the net ton-miles per engine 
hour decreased from 463 to 4601. 


In addition to the usual information the volume contains 
particulars of commodity ton-mile statistics for the 
calendar month of March, 1936, in respect of coal, coke and 
patent fuel and iron ore; and also marshalling yard statistics 
for the fowr weeks ended October 3, 1936.

NEW ZEALAND 
OVERSEA TRADE IN SEPTEMBER, 1936 


According to the Monthly Abstract of Statistics compiled 
in the Census and Statistics Office, Wellington, trade re- 
turns for the month of September reveal exceptionally high 
totals of both exports and imports for a September month; 
the value of imports being the highest in terms of New 
Zealand currency in any individual month since September, 
1929. Total trade during the month was valued at 
£8,403,810, exports being valued at £3,980,585 and imports 
at £4,423,225; so that an increase of imports amounting to 
£442,640 emerged as a result of externa] trading in com- 
modities during the month. In August, too, an excess of 
imports was recorded, £847,557, in keeping with the normal 
tendency for the time of the year. 


Although imports exceeded exports in value during August 
and September last, this result can be attributed to a con- 
tinuation of a buoyant tendency in imports. Exports were 
exceptionally heavy for the time of the year, the volume 
and value of butter exported, 248,049 cwts., valued at 
£1,611,731, being exceptional for a September month, while 
exports of meat, particularly lamb, were abnormally heavy 
for the time of the year.

The increase in quantity and decrease in average export 
price is due to greater exports of products of relatively 
small value, which, for the three months September to 
November were :—Potatoes, 47, 77 and 84 million kilogs. ; 
and sugar beet pulp, nil, 26 and 28 million kilogs. 


The drop in the total exports from October to November 
is attributed to minerals and metals, 918 and 824 million 
kilogs., although exports of coal and coke show a slight 
increase from 560 to 565 million kilogs. These latter ex-

SIAM 
RICE CROP ESTIMATES 
(From the British Consul-General) 
BANGKOK 


According to the second report received from 60 various 
provinces of Siam, the rice crop conditions at the end of 
October (1936-37 season) may be summarised as follows :-— 


Approximately 17,362,288 rai has been planted to rice 
up to the end of October, an increase of 1,016,149 rai over 
the figure shown in the first report. At the same period of 
1935-36 the cultivated area was 19,035,578 rai, showing a 
decrease in this year’s crop of about 1-6 million rai. 


There is a heavy increase in the damaged rice land, largely 
caused by lack of rainfall, flood and injuries by crabs and 
insects. This damaged area amounts to 2,164,945 rai, an 
increase over the total shown in the first report of 1,427,182 
rai. At the same time a year earlier 1,680,502 rai was 
damaged. 


The rice crop is reported to be doing well in 13 provinces; 


in 26 provinces it is reported as doing fairly well, and 21 
provinces are reported as not doing very well.

ESTABLISHMENT OF A FOREIGN EXCHANGE 
CONTROL COMMITTE& 


A translation is given below of a Decree of General 
Franco’s Administration, made at Salamanca on Novem- 
ber 18, 1936, and published at Burgos on November 24, 
creating a Foreign Exchange Control Committee for the 
occupied territory :— 

The exports and imports effected in occupied territory and 
the system established for the payment of the credits re- 
sulting therefrom, together with the receipts from foreign 
exchange from other sources, have necessitated the estab- 
lishment of an official rate of exchange for their regulation 
and the creation of an organised body to superintend, unite 
and direct these operations, and which will at the same 
time take charge of an account for foreign exchange avail- 
able for the national needs. 


Article I.—A Committee of Foreign Currency is created and 
attached to the Treasury Commission of the Technical Com- 
mittee of State, to be composed of :— 

One member of the Treasury Commission as President. 

One foreign exchange expert. 

One foreign commerce expert, appointed by the Commis- 
sion of Industry and Commerce. 

One representative of the Bank entrusted with the opera- 
tions. 

One Exchange broker. 

Article 11.—The functions of this Committee will be to :— 

(1) Submit proposals to the Treasury Commission relative 
to the regulation of the Exchange operations in the 
liberated zone. 

(2) Publish daily the rates of foreign exchange ruling the 
liquidation of any operations made. 

(3) Centralise provisionally in the Foreign Currency offices 
of the Burgos Branch of the Bank of Spain and later 
on in those which may be provided for the purpose, 
the liquidation of all exchange operations, which will be 
effected for the account of the Committee. 

Article I/1.—The Committee of Foreign Currency created by 
this decree is an independent body separate from the abolished 
Centro Oficial de Contratacién de Moneda which used to function 
in Madrid. 

Article 1V.—It remains obligatory to hand in all foreign cur- 
rency to the new intervening organisation, whether the exchange 
proceeds from exports, investments, or any other source, within 
the space of eight days after the day on which the owner 
receives them. 

Article V.—The non-observance of these orders will be con- 
sidered as constituting an offence of contraband, and the corre- 
sponding punishment will be applied by the competent 
authorities. 


Since the publication of the above Decree, the official 
rates for sterling have been fixed at 42 pesetas to the £ for 
transactions resulting from exports of Spanish produce and 
52-50 pesetas to the £ for free sterling, that is visitors’ ex- 
penditures, imported capital, investments, etc. 


UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
BUSINESS CONDITIONS 

The preliminary index of business activity of the 
Guaranty Trust Company of New York for November is 
92-9. This is the highest since June, 1930, and compares 
with 91-0 for October and 80:3 for November, 1935. The 
company’s wholesale price index on December 15 was 65:1, 
also the highest since June, 1930, and comparing with 62-1 
the month earlier and 52-5 a year before. 

Sales of 27 chain stores, including two mail order houses, 
in November were 11-3 per cent. above those of a year 
previous. ‘The total for eleven months was 14 per cent. 
higher. 

Construction contracts of 37 States in November were 
208,204,200 dollars, against 225,767,900 dols. 
and 118,185,000 dols in November, 1935. 

Sales of ordinary life insurance in November were 3 per 
cent. below those of a year earlier, and the total for the 
twelve months ended November 30 was 4 per cent. less. 

The gross income of agricultural production is officially 
estimated as 12 per cent. above a year ago. Net income is 
estimated at 17 per cent. above a year ago, being only 7 
per cent. below 1929. 

Crude oil production in the week ended December 19 
reached a new high record for the second successive week, 
averaging 3,145,700 barrels daily, as against 3,119,500 in 
the preceding week and 2,850,050 a year before. 

Professor Irving Fisher’s index of wholesale commodity 
prices for the week ended December 26 was 87-9, a new 
high level for the year, and comparing with 87-3 the week 
before and 86°6 the fortnight before.—Guaranty Trust 
Company of New York (London Office).

AUSTRALIA 


INVOICING OF GOODS SUBJECT TO 
INTERMEDIATE TARIFF 


The High Commissioner for Australia has received advice 
from the Department of Trade and Customs, Canberra, that 
an amending Customs Regulation will shortly be issued to 
provide that in the case of goods for which the benefit of 
the Intermediate Tariff is claimed, the invoice shall bear, 
in addition to the usual declaration of value, a declaration 
written, typewritten or printed thereon, and duly signed 
and witnessed, that each article on the invoice is bona fide 
the produce or manufacture of the country specified on the 
invoice as its country of origin. 

There will, however, be a proviso in the Regulation that, 
at the discretion of the Collector of Customs, the require- 
ment as to a declaration of origin may be waived in respect 
of— 

(a) Goods which are accompanied by a certificate of 
origin required for the purposes of any other 
Commonwealth Act (for example, certificates re- 
quired for brandy under the Spirits Act, 1906- 
1923) or Regulation, or by other trustworthy 
documents in proof of origin; 

(b) goods whose nature clearly establishes their origin ; 
or 

(ec) goods which are imported within six months of the 
Regulation coming into force. 


The Intermediate Tariff will, subject to compliance with 
the provisions of the above-mentioned Regulation, apply 
to goods the origin of the United Kingdom or of any other 
British country with which or in respect of which the 
Commonwealth has a Preferential Tariff Agreement which, 
through non-compliance with the conditions governing the 
granting of Preference or otherwise, would be subject to 
rates of duty higher than the Intermediate Tariff. 


INDIA 
IMPORT OF PLANTS 


The Indian Department of Education, Health and Lands 
has recently issued a press communiqué drawing attention 
to the necessity for furnishing certificates of health in 
respect of plants and parts of plants consigned to India, in 
accordance with the notification of July 20, 1936. Consign- 
ments not accompanied by the prescribed form of certifi- 
cate (issued by an officer of the Ministry of Agriculture) 
will not be cleared by the Customs authorities after 
January 31, 1937.

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BRUNEI 
REVISED CUSTOMS TARIFF 


H.M. Trade Commissioner at Singapore has forwarded to 
the Board of Trade a copy of the State of Brunei revised 
Import and Export Tariff which came into force on Septem- 
ber 14, 1936. The Import Tariff, together with certain notes 
attached thereto, is reproduced below : — 


PREFERENTIAL Duties 


Where a preferential duty is specified in Schedule A in respect 
of a particular description of article, such preferential duty will 
be levied in lieu of the corresponding full duty only in respect 
of articles of that description which are shown to the satisfac- 
tion of the Superintendent, Trade and Customs, to have been 
either grown or produced or manufactured in and consigned 
directly from any place in the British Empire ; 


Provided that the Superintendent, Trade and Customs, may in 
his absolute discretion ley duty at the preferential rate where 
any of such articles have been first consigned to the United 
Kingdom or to the Straits Setlements and are subsequently re- 
consigned to Brunei. 


For the purpose of this Notification ‘‘ the British Empire ’’ 
means the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland, the Dominions, India, the territories administered by 
His Majesty’s Governments in the Dominions under Mandate or 
otherwise, the British Colonies, the British protectorates and pro- 
tected States, and the Mandated territories of Tanganyika, the 
Cameroons under British Mandate and Togoland under British 
Mandate. 


No manufactured goods shall be entitled to the preferential 
rate unless at least 25 per cent. of their value is the result of 
labour within the British Empire. 


ASSESSMENT OF AD VALOREM Duty 


The value of any article for the purpose of assessing ad 
valorem import duty shall be the value assigned thereto by the 
proper Officer of Customs, and such valuation shall be presumed 
to be correct until the contrary is proved.

IRISH FREE STATE 


CUSTOMS DUTY ON PREPARATIONS 
CONSISTING OF ACID SODIUM PHOSPHATE 
IN POWDER FORM 


The United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at Dublin has 
forwarded to the Board of Trade a copy of the ‘‘ Emergency 
Imposition of Duties (No. 116) Order, 1936,’’ made by the 
Irish Free State Executive Council on December 31, 1936, 
which provides for the imposition of a duty of 33} per cent. 
ad valorem on all preparations imported into the Irish Free 
State on or after January 2, 1937, which consist wholly 
or partly of an acid sodium phosphate in powder form. 


Provision is made in the order for the duty-free admission 
of the goods concerned, subject to certain conditions. 
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QUOTA ON COAL 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ’’ of January 16, 1936 (page 
112), the United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at Dublin 
has forwarded to the Board of Trade a copy of the ‘‘ Con- 
trol of Imports (Quota No. 11, Fourth Period) Order, 1936,’’ 
made by the Irish Free State Executive Council on Decem- 
ber 22, 1936, which appoints the period February 1, 1937, 
to January 31, 1938, as the ‘‘ Fourth Period ”’ under the 
original Order relating to the quotas on coal, culm, shale 
or slack, and fixes the quota for the period at 3,114,000 
tons. Of this total 3,113,000 tons constitute a special quota 
for coal, etc., produced in and consigned from the United 
Kingdom. 


JOHORE 
VALUATION OF GOODS FOR THE PURPOSE 
OF AD VALOREM DUTY 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of Notification 
No. 1233, published in the ‘‘ Johore Government Gazette,”’ 
dated November 10, 1936, which provides that the value of 
any imported goods for the purpose of ad valorem duty 
shall be taken to be the price, as ascertained by the Com- 
missioner, that they would fetch on a sale in the open 
market at the time of importation. Freight, insurance, 
commission and all other costs, charges and expenses in- 
cidental to the making of the contract of sale and the 
delivery of the goods at the port or place of importation 
(except any duties of Customs) shall be included in that 
value. 

The value for duty purposes of goods chargeable with 
ad valorem duty shall also include the cost of any necessary 
packing and containers supplied with the goods.

CONTROL OF TRADE IN SEED POTATOES 


The ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ (Paris) of December 22 contains 
a Decree, dated December 17, which lays down measures for 
the control of the sale, etc., in Algeria of seed potatoes. 
Inter alia, the Decree prohibits the import, sale, etc., of 
seed potatoes except in wrappings provided with a label 
secured by the system of fastening and bearing exclusively 
the following particulars, without abbreviation :— 


(1) The name and address of the seller. 


(2) The name of the variety under which the potato is 
offered for sale. 
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(3) The purity of the variety, which must not be less 
than 990 per 1,000 tubers. 

The name of the variety may be qualified by 
the terms ‘‘ selected” (sélectionée) (when the 
plant is accompanied by a control certificate from 
an approved organisation) or ‘‘ original selec- 
tion ’’ (sélectionée originale) (in the case of a 
variety produced by the seller). 

(4) The sorting (calibrage), or absence of sorting. 
(5) The district from which the plant has been obtained.

MARKING OF GOODS 


Attention is drawn to the notice published in the 
‘* B.T.J.”’ of June 18, 1936 (page 909), regarding the appli- 
cation, as from May 27, 1936, of the maximum tariff to 
goods imported into .Hayti unless marked to indicate the 
country of origin. 
It appears from a recent case that goods made in 
Northern Ireland marked, for example, ‘‘ made in Ireland,’’ 
would not be exempted from the maximum tariff. 


GREECE 
IMPORT RESTRICTIONS: AMENDMENTS TO 
QUOTA LISTS 


With reference to the notice published in the “ Board of 
Trade Journal ” of December 24, 1936 (page 915), the Com- 
mercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Athens reports the 


transfer of sheet iron, flat, corrugated, channelled, etc., 


(Tariff No. 63 in the Greek Customs Tariff) from List G

EXPORT RESTRICTIONS 


The ‘‘ Deutscher Reichsanzeiger ’’ of December 23, 1936, 
contains an Order, dated December 21, 1936, and effective 
as from January 2, 1937, which prohibits (except under 
licence) the export from Germany of scrap leather and 
scrap manufactures of leather and other leather wastes (even 
ground), which, judging from their condition, are unservice- 
able as leather or leather goods (Statistical No, 569 b).

A’ Polish Ministerial Order, dated June 15, 1936, pro- 
vided that the Customs duties paid on imported fertilisers, 
auxiliary materials, implements and machinery used in the 
production of standardised grain, pulse, oleaginous seeds, 
milling products, polished peas and malt subsequently ex- 
ported from Poland would be refunded in accordance with a 
scale, particulars of which were published in the “‘ B.T.J.” 
of July 23, 1936 (page 155). 

An Order dated December 15, 1936, rescinds the above 
Order, with effect as from March 15, 1937. 


2 SWITZERLAND 
REMOVAL OF IMPORT RESTRICTIONS

TUNIS 
EXPORT OF IRON ORE PROHIBITED 


H.M. Consul-General at Tunis reports that a recent 
Decree prohibits the export and re-export (after warehous- 
ing, transit or transhipment) of iron ore from Tunis. Excep- 
tions to this prohibition may be granted by the Director- 
General of Finance after consultation with the Director of 
Public Works. 


URUGUAY 


INCREASED DUTIES ON CERTAIN GLAZED 
SANITARY WARE 


H.M. Consul at Montevideo reports that the Customs 
duties on goods imported into Uruguay under Items 18, 21 
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and 26 of the ‘‘ Barraca’’ Section (G) of the Uruguayan 
Customs Tariff have been increased from 31 per cent. to 48 
per cent. plus the usual surtaxes.

VENEZUELA 


TRADE IN FERTILISERS, INSECTICIDES, 
FUNGICIDES AND CONCENTRATED ANIMAL 
FOODS 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of a Law dated 
September 19, 1936, concerning the trade in fertilisers, 
insecticides, fungicides and concentrated animal foods in 
Venezuela, A translation of the Law is given below :— 


Art. I.—The preparation, importation, purchase, sale or 
distribution and the use of fertilisers, insecticides, fungi- 
cides and concentrated foods for animals are to be regu- 
lated by the present Law. 


Art. II.—State intervention in all matters related to the 
present Law will be undertaken by the Ministry of Agri- 
culture. 


Art. I11.—Prior permission of the Ministry of Agriculture 
must be obtained for the manufacture, importation or sale 
of the preparations with which this Law is concerned. 


Art. IV.—Each package or container of insecticide, 
fungicide or fertiliser must carry an indication of the quan- 
titative analysis of its components, or its chemical formula, 
should it be composed of a single substance. 


Art. V.—Each package or container of concentrated foods 
must carry an exact indication of the percentage of each of 
the substances of which it is composed. 


Art. VI.—The Federal Executive will establish the services 
and prescribe the regulations necessary for the execution 
of this Law. 


Art. VII.—Infractions of this Law or of the regulations 
issued thereunder will be punishable by fines of from 50 
to 1,000 bolivars or by imprisonment, imposed by the 
authorities concerned. 


YUGOSLAVIA 
SPECIAL TAX ON IMPORTED SILK GOODS 


H.M. Representative at Belgrade has forwarded a trans- 
lation of an Order, No. 30762/IV, which appeared in the 
‘* Official Gazette ’’ of December 23, 1936, whereby, as from 
January 1, 1937, two silver dinars is charged as a special 
‘control ’’ tax on each kilogramme of imported silk goods 
under Nos. 326-340 inclusive, and under No. 356 (1), and 
also on cocoons and unspun silk waste under No. 74 of the 
Yugoslav Import Customs Tariff.

NEW YEAR MESSAGES FROM 
PARLIAMENTARY SECRETARY 


To THE EMPIRE 


Capt. the Rt. Hon. L. Euan Wallace, M.C., M.P., 
Parliamentary Secretary to the Department of Over- 
seas Trade, has sent the following New Year’s Message 
to the Empire Press :— 


‘‘ As head of the Department of Overseas Trade, I send 
to all Empire countries my warmest greetings and best 
wishes for the New Year. 

‘‘In common with many other parts of the British 
Commonwealth of Nations, the United Kingdom has 
achieved a remarkable trade revival in the year which is 
now about to close. Empire countries overseas purchased 
more than 49 per cent. of the United Kingdom’s total ex- 
ports of produce and manufactures during the first nine 
months of 1936, an increase of £9} million compared with 
the corresponding period a year before. On the other side 
of the account it may be noted that Empire countries 
supplied the high proportion of nearly 40 per cent. of the 
United Kingdom’s total imports during the first nine 
months of the year. : 

‘One practical result of the improved economic position 
has been the unprecedented volume of applications for ex- 
hibiting space in the forthcoming British Industries Fair, 
which can be appropriately described as our Empire shop- 
window. 

““T believe that the Fair, which opens in London and 
Birmingham on February 15 next, will be held on a record 
scale, and its Empire character is emphasised by the fact 
that the self-governing Dominions, Newfoundland, India, 
and some of the Colonies will again be represented by ex- 
hibits of produce and raw materials in a composite Empire 
Section. Canada and India have arranged to organise, 
adjacent to the Empire Section, additional exhibits of 
mainly manufactured products. 

‘T hope that a record Fair of 1937 will bring to it a 
larger number of buyers from overseas than ever before: 
there are very good reasons for them to visit it, and I feel 
sure they will not be disappointed. There is, moreover, the 
Coronation of His Majesty King George VI with all the 
ceremonies and festivities which will be connected with 
it as an additional attraction for those who can pay us a 
longer visit. We hope that 1937 is going also to be a record 
year for tourists.” 


To Forrrcn CountRIESs 


The Parliamentary Secretary to the Department of 
Overseas Trade has also sent the following New Year’s 
Message to the Foreign Press :— 


““ As head of the Department of Overseas Trade it is once 
more my privilege to wish your readers a happy and pros- 
perous New Year. 

“ The United Kingdom continues to provide for those who 
send us goods from overseas the largest import market in 
the world. In the first eleven months of 1936 these imports 
were valued at the immense figure of £765$ million, as com- 
pared with £683} million in the corresponding period of 
1935. This addition of £824 million to the value of our 
purchases overseas represents an increase of no less than 
12 per cent. More than £567 million, or three-quarters of 
the total in the 1936 period, represented imports of food- 
stuffs and raw materials. 

“It is, perhaps, hardly necessary to remind my overseas 
readers that our ability to purchase these vast quantities 
of goods depends principally upon the sale of our own pro- 
ducts abroad. In other words, our export trade, indispen- 
sable as it is to the United Kingdom, is also of great im- 
portance to the foreign countries which sell to us. 

“Out exports also expanded during the past year, the 
returns for the first eleven months having shown an increase 
of £91 million over the corresponding period of 1935 and 
of £674 million over the 1932 period. 





EXHIBITIONS AND FAIRS—Continued 


‘‘ This increase is, however, very small indeed compared 
to our additional imports—even allowing for the fact that 
some of these latter will reappear after processing as exports 
next year. A further increase in our export trade is con- 
sequently one of our essential interests. 

‘* But the continuance of this development must neces- 
sarily be affected by the extent to which we can secure 
effective relaxation of some of the artificial restrictions 
which have in increasing measure recently impeded the 
freer flow of international trade. We can surely look for- 
ward to the New Year with more optimism in this regard. 
The decision made in September last by some of the 
European countries to effect a readjustment of the exchange 
value of their currencies was followed immediately by an 
arrangement between the United Kingdom, France, and the 
United States designed to maintain the greatest possible 
equilibrium in the system of international exchanges. 
Belgium, the Netherlands and Switzerland subsequently 
agreed to adhere to these proposals, which were widely 
recognised as a significant and necessary first step in the 
right direction, holding out the possibility of some relaxa- 
tion of the restrictions to which I have referred. 

‘* An important aid to United Kingdom export trade, and 
therefore to international trade in general, is the British 
Industries Fair. 

“The Fair of 1937, which opens in London and Birming- 
ham on February 15, will, I hope, be held on a record scale, 
and be visited by a record number‘of buyers. They will find 
the Fair a convenient means of placing orders for our goods, 
and will not be disappointed in the wide range of the high- 
quality products of a large number of United Kingdom 
trades which will be presented to them for their inspection. 
There is, moreover, the Coronation of His Majesty King 
George VI, with all the ceremonies and festivities which 
will be connected with it as an additional attraction for 
those who can pay us a longer visit. We hope that 1937 is 
going also to be a record year for tourists.’’

LIGHT DUES 
PROPOSED INCREASE BY 25 PER CENT. 


At the Annual Conference with the General Lighthouse 
Authorities and the Advisory Committee on New Light- 
house Works representing Shipowners’ Associations, Under- 
writers and Chambers of Commerce, which was held at the 
Board of Trade on December 18, 1936, it was agreed that it 
was necessary to take steps to increase by 25 per cent. the 
rates at which dues are levied on shipping for the upkeep 
of lights, buoys and beacons in the United Kingdom and 
Irish Free State, 

Since August, 1935, these dues have been levied at the 
rates fixed by the Merchant Shipping Act, 1898, viz. :— 

Home trade sailing ships, 1d. per ton per voyage— 

maximum charge 10d. per ton per annum. 

Home trade steam ships, 1}d. per ton per voyage— 

maximum charge ls. 3d. per ton per annum, 

Foreign-going sailing ships, 24d, per ton per voyage— 

maximum charge ls. 14d. per ton per annum. 

Foreign-going steam ships, 23d. per ton per voyage— 

maximum charge ls. 44d. per ton per annum. 

Tugs and yachts—Is. per ton per annum.

The revenue obtainable at these rates has since the war 
been insufficient to meet the cost of maintenance, renewals, 
and improvements, and it has been necessary to increase 
the rates from time to time. The highest rate which has 
been levied—double the 1898 rates—was in force from 
April, 1920, to October, 1922, since which date there have 
been a number of variations according to the financial 
position of the General Lighthouse Fund from year to year, 
The proposed increase is largely attributable to the necessity 
to replace as soon as practicable a number of lightships of 
great age and obsolete design. 

It. is proposed accordingly that steps should be taken to 
obtain an Order-in-Council as provided for in the Merchant 
Shipping Act, 1898, to bring this increase into effect as from 
April 1 next.
